Ehrlich to warn: accept 
budget or raise taxes

Finance Minister Simha Ehriich 
will tel! his fellow ministers at 
περὶ abiset meeting tkat Η they 

notaccept his proposed budget for 
fiscal 1976-79, be will have no choice 
but to levy new taxes in an effort to 
fight Inflation. 

The proposed budget — of some 
1L.303.7b. — is 47 per cent higher than 
the current one, but envisages a 
nominal reduction in the amount of 
money to be injected into the 
economy, which this year will come 
to about ILsb. It will be brought 
before the cabinet for the first time 
at today’s meeting. 

Ehrlich wil! also drive home to the 
ministers that they do not. in effect, 
control the size of the budget, but 
rather. the rate of inflation. He, for 
his part, will do all in his power to 
curb this. 

Deputy Finance Minister Yehezkel 
Flomin told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that the cabinet ministers 
are now playing with tire, and it is 
essential that they grasp the impor- 
tence of staying within the bounds of 
the draft budget prepared by the 
Treasury. 

Ebrlich said yesterday that he is 
standing alone against his cabinet 
colleagues, all of whom sgree that 
cuts must be made — but not in their 
own ministries. The Treasury hopes 
that Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
wil come out in support of the 
finance minister at today's meeting, 


but political circles say that the 
main problem will be to drive home 
to the Premier the importance of the 
budget, about which he appeara to 
know little. 

Tt is already clear that several 
ministers opppose the draft budget, 
and today's discussion is expected to 
be lengthy and comprehensive. 
Ehriich wil) ask the cabinet to dis- 
cuss ita economic policy in general, 
and not become bogged down in 
squabbling over the sums allocated 
to the various ministries, 

Ehrlich told the Bank of Iarael’s 
advisory committee yesterday that 
decisions in the cabinet are seldom 
made on purely economic grounds, 
but are usually inextricably bound 
up with political considerations. He 
stressed that he would do all he could 
to fight inflation on all fronts, and 
this was why he would be presenting 
8 restraining budget. 

Ehriich has to contend with what 
the various ministries consider their 
minimum demands.

Price rises expected until 1982: 
Flat construction lags 
far behind ministry plan

Nearly eight months after the start 
of the fiscal year the Ministry of 
Construction and Housing has 
building only 2,000 out of the 13,000 
flats planned for this year. This was 
confirmed to The Jerusalem Posi 
yesterday by Ze'ev Barkai, head of 
the ministry's planning department. 
The Construction and Housing 
Ministry wants to build 16,000 flats 
during the next fiscal year but the 
Finance Ministry will only permit 
the construction of 10,000. 


At a meeting between Finance 
Minister Stmba Ehrlich. and 
Construction and Housing Minister 
Gideon Patt yesterday no agreement 
was reached on the Construction and 
Housing "a bur for the 
foming year.

Evidently believing the British- 
made Hawker Hunters were Israeli 
warplanes, terrorist guns along the 
West Beirut coast opened up on the 
Lebanese jets as they were returning 
at a low altitude to base after escor- 
ting Serkis" plane out of Lebanese 
air space. The planes were not hit, 
the sources said. 

Sources close to the terrorists, 
however, insisted two Israeli 
warplanes roared in from blue skies 
over the Mediterranean minutes 
after the presidential plane took off 
from Beirut, drawing intense fire. 
But the Beirut airport control tower 
reported no Israeli planes were 
detected over the capital. 

The terrorists apparently were 
still nervous about last week's 
sudden flash of Israeli jeta at almost 
_Tooftop level over Beirut — which 
was denied by Israel. 


There was no ind{ication that 
Sarkis was aware of the affair. 
Before leaving. he said he would 
seek ‘‘whatever help France would 
offer" to re-establish normalcy in 
Lebanon after four years of 
devastating warfare. 


Meanwhile, Christian leader, 


Camille Chamoun yesterday ac- 
cused the French government of 
betraying the Franco-Lebanese 
friendship in favour of Frence’s 
economic and oi] interests, and said 
his militias would not be obligated by 
any agreements Sarkis concludes 
with France during his visit.

Uganda claims Tanzanians, 
mercenaries, cross ‘border 


NAIROBI (Reuter). — Uganda 
yesterday said that thousands of 

Tanzanian troops with tanks and ar- 
tillery, backed by 500 mercenaries, 
had inveded Uganda and were 
peo towards the capital, Kam- 


pala. 

Tt was the second time in atx weeks 
that Kampala has accused Tanzania.

Radio Uganda said the Tanzanians 
crossed the frontier west of Lake 
Victoria and took the border town of 
Mutukula. A close aide of President 
Idi Amin said they were 30 km. in- 
side Ugandan territory. 


The aide, speaking to Reuters by 
telephone from Kampala, said that 
the force struck at dawn, and was 
advancing up the rozd to Kampala, 
about 240 km. from the border. He 
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said that there had been heavy

In the final analysis, the draft 
budget will not lead to any signifi- 
cant reduction in government ser- 
vices — only to greater overcrow- 
ding in schools and hospitals, more 
delays, continuing inflation and a 
continuing rise in the price of flats.

UNITED NATIONS, (Reuter). — 
The General Assembly's Main 
Political Committee yesterday 
adopted a resolution requesting the 
Security Council to impose a man- 
datory arma embargo against 
Israel. 

But observers said that if any 
move were made to impose such a 


.ban on Israel it was virtually certain 


to be vetoed by one or more of the 
Council's Western members. 

The vote on the draft, spearheaded 
by Iraq, was 68 in favour and 24 
against, with 33 abstentions. The 
other 25 members of the 150-nation 
committee were absent. The U.S., 
Canada and the nine nations of the 
Buropean Community were among 
those opposing the resolution, spon- 
sored by 35 Arab and Third World 
countries. :

HAIFA. — The Nazi War Crimes 
Documentation Centre yesterday 
sent appeals to the prime ministers 
of 10 European countries and Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev, asking 
for their ald to prevent the applica- 
tion of the statute of limitation on 
Nazi war crimes in West Germany. 
The limitation {s to go into effect at 
the end of 1978. 

Centre director Tuviya Friedman 
wrote to Grezhnev that only a 
generation had passed since the 
Nazis committed thelr crimes 
@gainst the people of the Soviet 
Union and the countries of Eastern 
Europe. These crimes included 
murder, forced slave labour, depor- 
tations and extermination, and the 
_ Soviet Union alone had lost 13 million 
people, he said. 


Friedman noted that at least 100,- 


900 “professional murderers’' had 
earricd out the crimes and it wag in- 
conceivable that they be allowed to 
go free if the lmitation is applied. He 
expressed the hope that the Russian 
people, who with the Jewish people 
had been the main victims of the 
Nazis, would raise their voice 
against the Umitation. 


Alleged top pickpocket

$20m. embezzler Tzur may 
get prison term reduced

One of the amnesty committees 
appointed to mark the 30th anniver- 
sary of the state has recommended a 
sentence reduction for Michael Tzur, 
who is currently serving a 15 year 
jai) term for embezzlement and 
fraud. 

‘The recommendation was made 
by a committee headed by former 
supreme court justice Isaac Kister 
several weeks ago and has not yet 
been approved by Justice Minlater 
Shmuel Tamir. 

Tzur was sentenced three and a 
half years ago for embezzling more 
than $20m. from the companies he 
directed — the Israel Corporation 
and Zim — and transferring them to 
the now defunct International Credit 
Bank of Geneva founded by Tibor 
Rosenbaum. 

A Justice Ministry spokesman 
yesterday denied reports that it had 
been recommended that Tzur's. 
sentence be reduced to nine years. 
He said that it was not the ministry's 
or the committée's policy to 
publicize their recommendations 
and that there was no special reason 


. to change this rule in Tzur's case. 


Meanwhile the ministry is trying 
to trace the source of the leak which 
was first broadcast on television and 
came as a surprise even to Tzur's 
wife, Ruth, 

Tt is understood that the com- 


. mittee's recommendation is based 


partly on the fact that Tzur has 
returned most of the embezzled 
funds together with interest and 
some linkage and has 6180 been very 
active in educational and rehabilita- 
tion programmes inside Ramle gaol. 
Tzur has also for 
introducing industries into the 


ms and some of his recommen- 
dations have been welcomed by the 
Prison’s Service. 

Three amnesty committees were 
appointed several months ago to ex- 
amine all prisoners’ files in view of 
the 30th anniversary of the state. To 
date they have examined more than 
1,200 of the 8,000 odd criminal files 
and some 200 prisoners have enjoyed 
“positive decisions” such as early 
release or reductions in sentence.

GENEVA. — In a slashing attack on 
multi-national] tobacco companies, 
the World Health Organization hes 
accused them of encouraging smok- 
ing in Third World countries by con- 
ducting all-out sales drives and dis- 
regarding health dangers. 

The attack highlighted a week- 
long meeting of experts just held in 
Geneva. 

The alarming increase in smoking 
in the developing countries is now a 
major concern of WHO. 

Cigarette production increased by 
3.10. between 1950 and 1875 — and 
much of It was accounted for by the 
Third World. In Pakistan alone, 
cigarette production increased 13- 
fold. China, despite its emphasis on 
preventive health care, is now the 
world’s major tobacco producer and 
cigarette consumer (725b. in 1975, 
fompared to 665b. in the U.S.). 

This Increase in developing coun- 
tries is particularly serious, explain- 
ed one speaker, because the risks 
from smo!) increase when the 


.general level of health is already 
low

them it will be particularly difficult 
to kick the habit. In families where 
srnoking is disallowed, it will be less 
than 10 per cent... 


WHAT CAN be done to combat the 
spread of cigarette-smoking? 
Speakers at the meeting called for a 
ban on δά . increased taxa- 
tion, coordinated public health 
programmes, and incentives for peo- 
ple to give up smoking — mich as 
Jower premiums on Hfe insurance 
policies. - 

Only 12 countries have actually 
banned tobacco advertising. In the 
U.S., where smoking caused 820,000 
deaths in 1977, the companies spend 
$422m. on advertising. But the 
government spends less than $10m. a 
year on research and public infor- 
mation, according to the American 
Cancer Society. 

In the few countries which have 


.driven through tough legislation, 


smoking is on the decline. In Norway 
the 1975 Tobacco Act has led to a 


* reduction in the number of male 


smokers from 52 per cent to 44 per 


. cent. The act forbids advertizing, 


imposes strict health warnings on 
cigarette packets, and establishes a 
national council on smoking and 
health. ᾿

prehensive policy ~- something 
which is badly needed in Britain, ac- 
cording to Mike Daube, director of 
‘ASH. the British anti-smoking 
pressure group.

The total revenues came to £2.2b, in 
1977. In the U.S. they are put at $6b>' 
Switzerland's federal government 
recently declined to ban tobacco 
advertizing on the grounds that 
revenue from cigarette taxes form 
the basis for an old-age pension 
scheme. 

But WHO argues that the costs 
through ill-health from smoking far 
outweigh these revenues. Fifty 
million working days lost in Britain 
each year can be put down to smok- 
ing. The American Cancer Society 
estimates that the-annual cost in the 
U.S. — in lost ‘wages, medical bills, 
damage trom fires and indirect costs 
of premature death — comes to a 
massive 8200. ᾿

By 1982: Too many doctors, teachers; 
not enough dentists and engineers

Approximately 143,000 workers 
wil) join the civilian labour force 
between now and 1982, according to 

. estimates by the Labour Ministry's 
Manpower Planning Authority and 
economists at the Treasury. 

They project that 40,000 of the new 
workers will be technician-grade 
employees and 27,000, university 
graduates. The rest will be skilled 
and non-skilled workers. 

There will be manpower surpluses 
in certaln professions and 
in others, the experts predict. For 
example there will be ‘too many” 
physicians, university-trained 
schoolteachers and university 
students studying social sciences 
and humanities by 1982. 


On the other hand, they foresee a 
“alight shortage’’ of dentists, 
engineers, lawyers and business 
managers. 

As for trends, the belleve 
that the ‘“‘academization™ of Israel's 
labour force will continue. In 1977 an- 
iversity graduates comprised 9.3 per 
cent of al] workers. By 1982 they will 
account for 10.8 per cent of the total.

There was a six per cent drop 
against the British pound, a decline 
of 5.6 per cent against the German 
mark and a drop of five per cent 
against the French trano. 

The National Bank said it buys 
oars rather than marks in order 
to lower the Swisa franc's value 
against the West German currency. 

Switzerland is interested mainly in 
pushing up the mark because West 
Germany is its biggest trading 
partner, and the soaring value of the 
Swiss franc has seriously hurt Swiss 
exports to Germany,

Dan-Hasharon opens 
ΤΑ, Supershuk

TEL AVIV. — The Dan-Hasharon 
Cooperative chain of supermarkets 
here is opening its first Supershuk, 2 
hypermarket-style of store. It will be 
located next to the Yad Eliyabu 
sports stadlum and provide 
customers with plenty of parking 
space. 

An officlal told The Posi that the 
cooperative had decided to try this 
new system of mass-merchandizing, 
since {t would make it possible to 
give customers discounts ranging 
between eight and 12 per cent of pre- 
sent prices, He said that most of the 
preduce offered for sale would be 
brought directly to the store from the 
farms. 

The Supershuk was built on a 2,300 
square metre area at a cost of about 
IL10m. About 70 workers will be 
employed at the store during its first 
stage. The store will be open from 
10.30 a.m. to 7.30 p.m. In another 
month the co-op chain plans to open 
a second Supershuk in Kfar Sava.

THE SQUABBLE between the various Ministries and the 
Treasury that precedes budget discussions each year has by 
now become a meaningtess ritual. It may therefore be expected 
that this year, as before, a compromise will be hammered out, 

with everyone ultimately getting more or less what he meant to 
get in the first place. 

What is truly wrong with the budget that Finance Minister 
Simha Bhriich is about to table in the cabinet, is that it reveals a 

ring lack of imagination, and a helpless, resigned ap- 
proach to basic economic problems at a most critical time in the 
country’s history. Except for its inflated figures, the budget is 
as humdrum as can be, 

Mr. Ehriich may well believe that all is well in the best of all 
possible worlds, and that things will somehow work themselves 
out for the best. A budget, it has often been said, is the financial 
expression of policy. If that is so, then the present government 
has no policy that is translatable into financial terms. 

The first problem of the economy today 1s obviously inflation. 
The budget not only fails to reflect a serious attempt to bring in- 
flation down — but signals to all and mmdry that inflation, 
throughout fiscal 1979, will be no 1655 than the 88 per cent on 
which the estimates themselves are based. 

Treasury predictions being what they are, inflation may 
therefore confidently be expected to even exceed 50 per cent; 
and it ought to surprise no one if the public acts in accordance 
with expe 

To curb such galloping inflation drastic measures are needed. 
When the onset of peace imposes especially heavy demands 
upon the economy, even more radical steps are required. 

In theory, the government could opt for a Latin American way - 
out of what has become a Latin American inflation. It could br- 
ing about a recession and massive unemployment. For this, 
however, Mr. Ehrlich has neither the inclination nor the 
politica] clout. 

Another way out might be to raize output, so that more goods 
and services might be available for purchase by a public that, 
according to Mr. Ehriich, ‘“‘has too much money." This would, 
of course, adversely affect the balance of payments, because 
more output means more imports and a greater diversion of 
resources from exports into products destined for the home 
market. 

The trouble is that the floating of the Israeli currency last Oc- 
tober made it much more difficult \if not impossible, to shift the 
burden of curbing inflation onto the balance of payment’ posi- 
tion. Greater demand for imports will cause the Iaraeli pound to 
fall in value, and thereby give a new fillip to inflation. 

Besides, it is now doubtful whether the economy really hes the 
idle capacity that might be re-activated to increase production. 

There are, to be sure, no easy solutions for the country's 
economic woes. Yet of all the possible attacks on inflation, the 
Finance Minister shies away from the most obvious: higher tax- 
es. 

Instead of squareiy facing the need to raise direct taxes 
progressively, so as to distribute the burden pater the 
Treasury wants to raise them surreptitiously, by going back on 
the promise to link the tax bracket to the full rate of inflation. 
‘This will have no significant effect, in the short run, on inflation, 
but it will depress the incomes of the lower brackets. ᾿ 

It Is.true that higher taxes will not solve the problem of the 
“grey" economy, which is subject to no fiscal control (and 
where most of the excess purchasing power is in fact concen- 
trated). On the contrary, the entire burden will again fall on the 

_ honest taxpayer. But tax evasion. can, at.:beat,.only be

administration. 

Nevertheless, higher taxes on those who either cannot or will 
not evade them, will also generate more pressure for the . 
elimination of tax dodging. In that sense the short-run measure 
will facilitate the attainment of long-run objectives. 

‘The present of cutting subsidies on food and public 
transport, and raising the prices of fuel, ated and water, is 
woefully inadequate as a measure against inflation. On the con- 
trary, each price increase which amounts to an indirect tax, has 
a feedback on the rate of inflation. Soon enough, these price 
rises are reflected in higher wage demands and bigger budgets. 

instead of trying — or rather seeming to try —to slash expen- 
ditures that mostly represent binding and legal and political 
commitments, the Finance Minister ought to attack inflation 
from the revenue side of his budget.
